;LIFE AT TURNER-VALLEY FIELD 
SET-BY BOARD AT 12 YEARS 


|. Calgary, Dec. 31.—If a daily flow of 
200,000,000 cubic gas\is maintained, 


eupply for Calgary and nearby Al- 
berta towns will last only 12 years. 
| This was the estimate made Friday 
night by the Turner Valley Gas Con- 
servation board on data obtained 
through tests 
wells over several months. The esti- 
mate was mede in a preliminary’ re- 
port on the tests. 

The preliminary estimate placed 
‘the gas reserves at present jn the 
| valley wells at 599,939,248,000 cubic 
ifeet. A previous estimate of re- 
jserves, made by F. P. Fisher, Al- 
berta government consulting engin- 
eer, was between seven and eight 
hundred billion cubic feet. 

When the board began its tests 
jlast spring, the open flow of ap- 
| proximately 400,000,000 cubic feet 
daily was cut in half. The reduced 
|tlow is now in effect. 
| The permanent flow to be. al- 
lowed will not be decided until pub- 
lic hearing before the board are 
held some time early in the new 
'year.

Proposition 


A joint meeting of the Council of 
the Municipal District -of Bigstone 
and representatives of the Councils 
of the M.D. Montgomery and the city 
of Wetaskiwin was held in the Coun- 
cil chamber, Wetaskiwin, on Thurs- 
day afternoon last, with the following 
in attendance: Reeve Hanson, and 
Couns. Unland, Nelson, 
and Rickard, and T. S. Steedman, sec.- 
treas., of the M.D. Bigstone; Reeve 
Ballhorn, Coun. Thompson and G. 
Baker, sec.-treas. of the M.D. Mont- 
gomery; amd Mayor-Elect Toreson, 
Ald. H. R. French and Ellis, and J. B. 
Fraser, sec.-treas., and C. H. Russell, 
solicitor, of Wetaskiwin.~ 

Reeve Ballhorn was chosen as 
‘chairman and UL. Wilson, secretary- 
treasurer of the Wetaskiwin Com. 
munity Hospital, was secretary. 

The meeting was called for the 
purpose of considering the terms on 
which the M.D. Bigstone might’ be 
come joint owners in the’ hospital; 
and Ald. French outlined the plan 
whereby the M.D. of Bigstone could 
become a party to the agreement 
now in force between the city of We 
taskiwin and the Mun. District of 
Montgomery No. 458, for the provi- 
sion of hospital facilities. It was pro- 
posed that the Mun. District of. Big- 
stone assume liability for payment of 
thirty per cent of the total debenture 
issue. of $27,000.00 floated to provide 
funds necessary to building aud 
equipping the new hospital. The 're- 
payment of this debenture issue to be 
made in fifteen equal ‘annual pay- 
ments of blended principal and inter- 
est. It was proposed ‘that ‘the: Mun-

GRADUATED TAX 
PLAN EVOLVED 


Edmonton, Dec. 30.—Approval of a 
scheme for consolidation of rural tax 
arrears, spread over a period of six 
years has been given by the United 
Farmers of Alberta caucus, according 
to Premier J. E. Brownlee. 

This scheme, in being approved by 
this caucus, means ratification not 
only by the U.F.A. provincial govern- 
ment, but by the U.F.A. executive and 
the U.F.A. members of parliament. 

In the scheme for arrears collec- 
tion, it is planned to make the in- 
stalments of payment easy in the 
first years and then graduate upward 
with larger payments in succeeding 
years as times improve and as farm- 
ers gradually emerge from the de- 
pression. 

It is understood that this plan, 
which had its origin in this province, 
is also being accepted in Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba and that it will 
be worked as a uniform scheme in the 
three prairie provinces. 

Commenting on the caucus in gen- 
eral, the Premier said: 

“In the meetings 
place a very thorough discussion of 
many questions affecting the general 
situation in this province, particular 
attention being given to the wheat 
situation, tax arrears and the general 
debtor and creditor problem. 


“The meeting has been marked. by. °. 


a very fine spirit throughout. 

“The . government’s proposals re- 
gerding tax consolidation and , the 
debtor. and creditor situation, as. de- 
cided upon, have met with the. ap- 
}proval of all groups represented at 
this meeting. 

“Notwithstanding some newspaper 
prophesies to.the contrary, there has 
been no difficulty in the meeting, 
which has been completely harmon-

How Christmas Was 
Celebrated Here Back 
in the Winter of 1882 


—— 


It may be that an account of a 
Christmas celebration, which took 
place ten or twelve miles from here, 
a-half century ‘ago, will be of interest 
especially to'any who may be deplor- 
fing the commercialization of our pres- 
ent day Christmas. fetes. 

On an evening in the last week in 
November, a little over fifty years 
ago, two men were standing on the 
north bank of the Battle River which 
they called No-tin-to. They had just 


alighted from a buckboard, to which 


was hitched a team of sturdy cayuses. 


“The men were discissing ‘the best 


way to get down the steep bank. The 
faint trail they had. been following 
had faded out as they came close to 
the river. Perhaps they had passed 
over some turn by the way, though 
this was hardly likely, for both were 
over...“prairie 


* trails and ‘noting everything’ carefully 


was often the price of life to those 
who adventured through any part of 
the West of those days. 

The older man Wore the dress of a 
priest. His black soutane, now gray 
with dust, was tucked up to avoid im- 
peding his progress through the long 
grass and brush. A trace of Indian 
ancestry might have been noticed in 
his face, chiefly in the high cheek 
bones and the quick flashing of his 
black eyes. He spoke to the other, 


evidently a half-breed, in the Cree 
tongue. The fall had been remark- 
ably fine. Warm day had succeeded 
warm day since September and the 
day just coming to a close had been 
ideal. The sun was setting. in'a wave 
of glory, seeming to presage an equal- 
ly fine day to come. Nevertheless, 
the ‘half-breed seemed uneasy. He 
pointed to the flocks of small birds 
hovering about on the bushes. They 
did: not so gather, he said, unless a 
chanage of weather was coming.

They had been told that hunting had 
been good and that their friends had 
plenty to eat. Like Father Lacombe 
and Alexis they had been delayed by 
the storm, and were now on the verge 
of starvation, as indeed the whole 
party became in a few days. While 
cutting down some brush for fuel, 
Alexis one day found two or three 
prairie chickens imprisoned under 
the snow. It was a rich find forthem 
all, though the soup made from the 
chickens ‘was rather thin in order to 
make it go round for twenty hungry 
People. After a few more days .Fath- 
er Lacombe was constrained. to* say |, 


that’ ‘sti-heip~‘did” not come’ ‘soon he |: 


would shoot one. of hie ponies , to 
furnish food. This would have been 
a real sacrifice, for the. ponies had 
been the gift of friends and the good 
father had a real affection for: the 
animals who had carried him over 
so many trails—so many miles 
service.) °° ae 

Next morning the sun was shining, 
as suddenly as it had been hidden, 
and the sacrifice of the pony did not 
have to be made, for, in the early 
sunrays another band of Indians was 
seen approaching, who proved to be 
from the camp Father Lacombe was 
seeking. The travellers were saluted 
in friendly fashion and bidden to ac- 
company their rescuers to the main 
camp, which was yet some miles 
away. 

Father Lacombe had been wander- 
ing in what is now the Brownfield dis- 
trict and the camp of the Crees was 
in the valley of the Ribstone, shelt- 
ered to'the east by the west wall of 
the Nose Hill, called by the ‘Crees, Os- 
kewun. Here more than six hundred 
Indians were encamped. The buffalo 
hunting had been good and there was 
plenty of food. Little Thunder, chief 
of the Plains Crees was there and he 
ordered his people, after the strang- 
ers had-food and a day’s rest, to put 
up a lodge in which Father Lacombe 
celebrated mass on Christmas morn- 
ing. The Crees were pagans, but they 
attended this first Christmas service 
with all reverence. 

After Christmas the winter clamp- 
ed down again, and it was not until 
six weeks later that Father Lacombe 
and Alexis were able to set out on 
their return journey to Fort Eqmon- 
ton. Yet the six weeks were not lost, 
for it was from the friendliness that 
grew out of this visit that Father La- 
combe was able, in the dark days of 
the Riel rebellion to persuade Little 
Thunder not to join the rebels, who 
had made tempting overtures for his 
help. Just as Rev. John McDougall 
in the south ‘had gained the Hking and 
the esteem of the Blackfoots, the 
Bloods and the Sarcees and. was able 
to persuade them. to avoid an alliance, 
80 was Father Lacombe successful in 
keeping the tribes under his duniedic: 
tion, out ‘of the. ‘trouble. 

The Plains Crees were. not a war- 


‘like tribe. Their chief enemies in the 


past were the fighting Blackfoot—re- 
latives of the cruel Sioux of the West- 
ern States. Afiter the rebellion was 
over and peace restored, the Crees 
and their enemies from the south 
made a peace pact which was sealed 


of 


a stone, no matter what it had meant 
on the peace token. 

Up to a few. years ago, wanderers 
along the ribstone creek (in the Crees 
as-sin-l-kos-pike-gan-it) might see 
circles of stone, which once undoubt- 
edly held down the lodges of that 
band of Crees visited by Father La- 
combe so many years ago.—Corona- 
tion Review.

Camrose, Dec. 30th,—Natural his- 
tory students here have completed 
the annual winter survey of bird 
life in the wooded Battle river terri- 
tory and found 17 hardy species. 
There were approximately 6 indi- 
viduals, of which 500 were snow- 
flakes, 70 Hungarian partridges, 25 
black-capped chickadees, 16 mag- 
pies, 12 pine grosbeaks, 10 hoary 
redpolls, 8 sharp-tailed grouse (prairie 
chicken), 7 evening grosbeaks, 4 ruf- 
fled grouse, 3 blue jays, and one each, 
great horned owl, goshawk, snowy 
owl, hairy woodpecker, and pileated 
woodpecker.

“Take everything that the Presi-| 
dent stood for,” said the old- -timer, |? 
“and you will see that we Ameri- 
cans are trying to persuade other 
governments to drop. civilian-killers 
from the kit of tools.” 

In the first place, among the im- 
plements of war which the Presi- 
dent suggested be eliminated were 
chemical agents of all sorts. Gas 
is the least selective weapon of war 
we know. No one dared to drop 
gas from aeroplanes during: the last 
war. The retribution would have been 
too terrible. But: this isn’t saying 
that, in a crisis, gas would not, have 
been dropped from planes. if the war 
had gone on. 

Here’s a fact that must be kept in 
mind: No matter what rules of: war- 
fare we make, no commander of any. 
nation on.-earth can afford, to lose a 
battle or war and go back tol his peo- 
ple and say, “I could have JWOR, « only 
I did, not dare to break the rules of 
warfare.” ‘ 

This means that some aay a@ des- 
perate commander will use gas. 
There is only one way to prevent his 
doing so, and that is to keep the gas 
and the tools for its distribution out 
of the hands of fighting men. But we 
‘cannot do this until all nations agree 
to do it. 

Yet the reason why some nations 
wish to keep poison gas is not, after 
all, so offensive. These nations on 
the continent are all ready to put 
down areas of mustard gas at every 
point . ‘where troops: might invade 
their borders. This is a brilliant 
‘méw idea. There would have been

‘method of getting rid of bombard- 
ment aviation. It must all be got- 
everyone, . at once. 
But some nations insist’ that they 
need it defensively. 


| It was Argentina that spoke its 


mind openly on aviation at Geneva. 
“We won’t drop planes,” they said. 
“We spend money on bombardment 
planes instead of on a navy. We 
have satisfied ourselves that bombs 
weighing 1,000 pounds will crush in 
the sides of a great battleship if 
dropped in the water alongside it. 
And we plan to send out planes 
carrying such bombs, in case we 
are threatened by an enemy’s fleet.” 

Another tool of war that is not 
selective, when used at its highest 
efficiency, is the large mobile gun. 
Here we.come to something very 
interesting about all weapons. 

Huge fixed guns such as guard 
San Francisco or New York are, 
practically speaking, touched off by 
the enemy. In other words, they 
are not fired until the enemy gives 
the signal by appearing within 
range. If the enemy doesn’t want 
them to be fired, all he has to do is 
stay away from them. They can’t 
chase him, but they hold him at 
stalemate. ; 

Large mobile guns, however, may 
be moved from place to place and 
directed, by a desperate commander, 
against cities. Such guns, so used, 
most assuredly are not selective.

cerning it. 

In warfare one of the supreme 
duties: of. a navy is to prevent sup- 
plies going by sea to the enemy. A 
battleship or a cruiser, stopping a 
merchantman for search and possible 
seizure, can do so safely, with little 
risk to itself and without danger of 
causing injury to: the merchant ship’s 
passengers or crew. 

But this scorpion of the sea, the 
submarine, is in itself too vulner- 
able:to take any risk. The submarine 


must destroy in order to keep itself} 


alive, It’s a hair-trigger killer. 

President Hoover suggested to the 
world, last June, that submarine ton- 
nage of all nations be cut one-fourth 
and that no nation have more than 
85,000 tons of submarines. What will 
the world do with that suggestion? 

Again we come up against a 
question that no one has yet been 
able to crack. Let’s illustrate it 
with little Finland. She’s just as out- 
spoken about submarines as Argen- 
tina is about bombardment planes. 

“We've got only one important 
harbor,” says Finland; “that of 
Helsingfors. We don’t spend any 
money for battleships. All we want 
to do is to protect the harbor of Hels- 
infors and keep other navies out of 
there when we so desire. We'll tell 
all the world that we’re going to do 
fensively. 
this with submarines. It’s no secret. 
We don’t intend to send out submar- 
ines to hurt anyone, and the only way 
to start them into action will be for 
Some enemy navy to try to approach 
our waterways.” 

Finland, we note, is not a blood- 
thirsty nation seeking empire. The 
chances of her ever sallying forth to 
menace the world with submarines 
are at zero. She wants submarines 
for defense. But just so long as Fin- 
land has submarines the rest of the 
world will hang onto them. Resuit: 
That puts the submarine in the hands 
of nations that will use it in offense. 
And that’s where the women and chil- 
dren come in—and sink. 

A diabolical cnange comes over 
certain weapons as soon as they 
are used for offensive instead of 
defensive purposé. Weapons which 
choose between soldiers and civilians 
when used in defense become non-se- 
lective and all-killing when used of- 

How shall civilization ‘hold back 
the soldier whom it expects, in time 
of war,.to go the limit in violence? 
There is only one possible answer. 
We must keep out of the soldier’s 
hands — whether on the sea or land 
—all the scorpion weapons that may 
be used to strike, generally, at every- 
thing that is not lucky enough tb 
get. out of their way. 

It is useless. to make laws against 
the, improper use of such weapons. 
The weapons themselves must be 
outlawed.

Alberta’s Air Ports 


Alberta has rour first-class airports, 
each of 160 acres in area, and with 
modern facilities. These are located 
at Edmonton, . Calgary, Lethbridge 
and Medicine Hat. In addition, there 
are ten emergency landing fields at 
various points in the province. 

Auto Licenses in Alberta 

The total issue of auto licenses in 
Alberta for 1932 was 85,565, a de 
crease of 8,151 from 1931. Of the 
total, 71,433 were for passenger cars 
and 14,232 for trucks and other li- 
censes. The peak year for licenses 
was 1930 when the total passed the 
100,000 mark.
